The circulation of Library books in on the upward 
trend again, which is encouraging to us librarians, and 
we are happy to tell the people about it. 

Many good books have been added to our sels 
as the list of New Books will show. 

Considerable work has been done, the past sum- 
mer and fall, in the room over the Library, which we 
are trying to make into an “Historical Room.” New 
shelves and stacks have been built in, the room cleaned 
up, old magazines sold for waste paper, and magazines 
sorted. All magazines that are worth while to keep 
are arranged on the stacks and go back for five years. 

When the Library was started forty-nine years 
ago the State of New Hampshire gave the Town one 
hundred books, of their selection, to start the new Li- 
brary. Eighty-six of these books are still in the Li- 
brary, and some of them still in use. Sixty-eight of 
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these books are non-fiction, and twelve are fiction and. 
books for children. We have moved these books into 
the upstairs room along with the New Hampshire 
State Papers and Law books, Journals of the House of 
Representatives, etc. Robert F. Ward gave us some 
interesting bound copies of Appleton’s Magazines for 
the 1870's. 

As soon as the weather is warmer we plan to do 
more work in the “Historical Room” and we will be 
glad to receive gifts or loans of articles of historical 
value; especially concerning the history of Monroe 
and its citizens. We plan to have this room open to 
the public as soon as it can be arranged. 

Since September Mrs. Katherine Johnson has been 
assisting in the Library Tuesday afternoons. 

The Library has received gifts of books from the 
following people and thank them for the same: Rev. 
G. B. Van Buskirk, Mrs. Virginia Hill, Mr. R. 8S. Ward, 
Mr. Lewis Wright, and Vergil Besaw. 

The Bookmobile of the New Hampshire Book Com- 
mission has visited the Library four times and left 
from 25 to 35 books each time; also we have loaned 
them a few books through the year. 

YOU are invited to come into the Library and look 
around, even if you do not care to borrow books. It 
will be worth your time spent to see on our shelves 
the pictures of 26 of our Town boys in their Army 
or Navy uniforms, who are now faithfully serving 
their Country, most of them overseas.

Here is a home front fight that everyone can 
get into. Last year in this State 558 brush and 
forest fires burned over 4,648 acres of land, of 
which 2,788 acres were valuable timber and 
young growth. With available manpower the 
lowest of any year since the war started, you. 
can help to keep this loss down by preventing 
these fires from starting. 











Keep in mind these simple rules: 


1. Always. get a permit from your forest fire : 
warden before starting any fires in the open. 
Burning under certain conditions is permitted. 






2. Never burn unless you have enough help to 
control your fire—a permit does not excuse 
you of negligence in case it gets away. 









3. Always report any uncontrolled fire prompt-— 
ly to your forest fire warden. Minutes lost 
are acres lost. a 









4. Be especially careful with cigarettes, matches 
and pipes. Smokers caused most of our 
fires. 






5. Never leave a fire unless it is dead out. You 
can't feel safe while there is a spark left.
